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Norwina. is more remarkable the 
circumstances of the wreck of the 
Bokhara and the Normand on the 
Pescadores than the exceeding kindness 
with which the Chinese of all ranks 
from the poor fisherman on the islands 
to the Brigadier-General at the chief 
town, Makung, behaved to the survivors. 
‘The fishermen who came to Sand Island, 
the scene of the wreck of the Bokhara, 
looking for wreckage when the storm 
had somewhat abated, took the sur- 
vivors to the neighbouring island, Pehoe, 
in their junks, where the twenty-three 
unfortunates were carefully attended 
to, as far as his means permitted, by a 
Chinese priest. From Pehoe they were 
forwarded on to the chief town, Makung, 
where the chief person of the town, the 
Brigadier-General or Chéntai, lavished 
on them a hospitality exceeding any- 
thing that would be done in similar 
circumstances in the west. ,He provided 
them with clothes, medicines, food, 
cigars, and champagne, and with money 
when the Thales came in to take them 
off. He sent to see that the dead 
bodies recovered from the wreck were 
decently buried, and warned the fisher- 
men that they would be responsible for 
the salvage they collected. He treated 
the survivors, in their own words, as if 
they had been his own children, and his 
interpreter seconded him in all his kindly 
efforts. 

The two survive 
were treated with similar kindness from 


the first moment of their being dis- 
covered by the Chinese. John Nistad, 


the second engineer of the Normand, 
reports how when, with a seriously in- 
jured leg, he was strugging in the surf 
raging among the boulders, after being 
nearly eighteen hours in the water, he 
was carried on shore by an old anda 
young Chinaman, who waded waist deep 
into the surf, almost carried him over 
‘the rocks and up the hill to their house, 
aud gave him such wine and food as 
they had; until he was sufficiently re- 
covered to go on ta the yamén of the 
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local official, where he obtained clothing, 
of 


food and. sheltgr—everything

cial could provide him with. “Bvery- 

‘one,” says Mr. Nistad “was ready to 
| put their houses or few possessions at 
our service, and it is with the greatest 
gratitude that I acknowledge their care 
and goodness to which I must attribute 
my restoration after arrival on the 
island, crippled and in the last stage of 
exhaustion.” ‘The experience of the 
ordinary seaman, Thomas Herness, was 
much the same. He was washed ashore 
at about the same time as Mr. Nistad, 
but at a different point. The next 
morning a Chinaman found him, and 
swam with him to the main island,where 
he was given clothes, Chinese wine, food 
and tobacco,and where the peopleinsisted 
on turning out of their only bedroom, 
and making up @ bed there for him. 
‘They kept him for two days, treating 
him all the time with the greatest 
kindness, and then the official with 
whom Mr. Nistad was quartered heard 
of him, and sent for him to join Mr, 
Nistad. “I wish also,” he says, “to 
express my gratitude to the people for 
their generous kindness and assistance 
tome. Evidently very poor, still they 
freely placed everything they had at 
my disposal, and seemed to spare no 
trouble or thought in order to make 
me as comfortable as their limited 
means permitted. In no country could 
I have been more humanely and even 
tenderly treated, and I’ cannot well 
express my feelings of gratitude to my 
kind-hearted and generous benefactors.” 
One more proof of the kindness of all 
these people, of the Brigadier-General 
at Makung this time, must be mention- 
ed, When asked to kindly supply the 
Sin Taiwan with five tous of coal, “he 
‘at once gave an order for seven tons, and 
absolutely refused to allow any pay- 
ment for it, saying that this was neither 
the occasion nor the time to talk about 
money.” 

"That our government, and the P: and 
0. Company, and the owners of the 
Normand should recognise very fully 
‘and handsomely the great kindness 
shown by all the Chinese who came in 
contact with these shipwrecked people, 
is obvious. It is unusual for an official 
anywhere in tho world, and very 
unusual for a Chinese official, to 
put himself out of the way, as the 
Brigadier-General at Makung did, to 
assist shipwrecked people of another 
nationality. Fishermen, and especially 
Chinese fishermen, are generally poor 
in the extreme and have nothing to 
spare for themselves, and less than 
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nothing for visitors washed up to them 
from the “sea. Yet these fishermen 
risked their own lives to help one man 
from the surges, and gave their all, 
ever their only bedroom, to these desti- 
tute foreigners, whom they might with 
absolute impunity have left to die. It 
must _be remembered, too, that the last 
experience these fishermen have had of 
the visit of foreigners in’ any number 
was in the Franco-Chinese war, when 
many of them were unavoidably. sacri- 
ficed in Admiral Courbet’s operations. 
Everyone of whatever blood who reads 
or hears the accounts of the survivors 
from the Bokhara and the Normand 
will have a kindlier feeling for the rest 
of his life for the Chinese, for the sake 
of these men at the Pescadores who 
acted up to the-spirit of the dictum of 
Confucius, that all within the four seas 
are brethren. ‘They are an honour to 
their nation and to humanity at large.

THE LOCAL POST OFFICE. 
4th Nov. 

‘Tux long letter from “ Non-Subscriber” 
which appeared in our columns on 
Saturday last, in which a considerable 
reform in the Local Post-office here was 
advocated, including the abolition of 
the system of subscription, was no doubt 
read with the attention it deserved. It 
was very clearly proved that some of 
the subscribers sent vastly more matter 
tbrough the post than would be covered 
by the amount of their subscription, 
Ms. 80, if that amount were spent in 
postage stamps. It was asserted that 
some subscribers send considerably less 
than thirty taels’ worth of mail matter 
through the Post-office in a year; and 
it was conclusively shown that very 
much lower rates might be charged 
without loss on all mail matter passing 
through the office, if the subscription 
system were discontinued. We concede 
all this, and yet remain of the opinion 
that it will be a great mistake to do 
away with the subscription system. 

‘he Local Postmaster knows perfectly 
well which the establishments here are 
whose business compels them to send 

reat quantities of matter through the 
ocal Post. ‘his has been called an 
abuse, but it is obviously not an abuse 
as long as it is. recognised that their 
subscription covers everything they wish 
tosend. here is not the least doubt 
that these establishments would be per- 
fectly willing to pay an additional sub- 
seription, based on their average use of 
the Post-office. It is, of course, the 
wublic, for whose convenience the Local 

‘ost-office was instituted, that would 
suffer in the end, for just as all taxes 
on coumodities fall ultimately on the 
consumer, so would this extra cost 
of postage fall ultimately on the public. 
"he people who subscribe ‘Tis. 30 
a year, and do not send mail mat- 
ter to that amount, do it we must 
presume because they find it more con- 
venient to pay a lump sum, than to 
weigh and stamp every letter, paper, or 
parcel that they want to send, and this 
convenieuce outweighs the loss to them 
from the excessive subscription. If it 
did not, they would cease to subscribe 
and would use stamps. 'The subscribers 
to the Local Post Office here are in the 
position of the season ticket holders on 
a railway at home. There is a fixed 
rate for a season ticket between two 
particular points, however often the 
holder travels, aud no doubt one man 





travels much more often than another ; | P! 


and the man who does not travel often 
enough is at perfect liberty to dis- 
continue taking a season ticket, and 
pay for a separate ticket every time he 
travels. 

‘There is no question that the rates 
charged now for individual packets, 
letters, papers, or parcels, are immoder- 
ately high, and they might very well 
be revised, the deficiency being made 


up by the suggested increase in the | 





subscriptions of those who send a great 
quantity of matter in the course of the 
year. We know, too, from universal 
experience that lower rates would be 
followed by an increased use of stamps, 
and would of themselves stop some of, 
the abuses which are said to exist at 
present. It is supposed that these 
abuses exist and form one of the motives 
for the proposed change; but so far the 
Council has not given the ratepayers any 
reasons Whatever for the change. They 
might have called for a report from the 
Local Postmaster, and published it in 
the minutes of their meetings, but they 
have not thought it ne appa- 
rently to enlighten the public at all on 
the subject. We know, however, from 
experience that whatever these abuses 
are, they could in nearly all cases be 
traced and checked by the Local Post- 
master, who, however, no doubt finds it 
easier to sweep away the old system 
altogether. 

The Local Post office was started, as 
we said before, as a public convenience, 
and a very great convenience it has been, 
but it has no authority behind it, no legal 
monopoly, and it puts itself in a very 
precarious position if it takes up a posi- 
tion of antagonism to the convenience of 
the public, It is in the competence of 
anyone to start another post office here 
and to get the custom of the public if 
he organises a reliable service. In fact 
it depends entirely on the public good 
will and confidence ; it has not even 
as much legal authority as the Council 
of which it is an offshoot. It has been 
a very great convenience, and it has 
done very well for the Council and for 
the public ; but when it complains that 
the public abuse its facilities, the public 
whose creature it is may turn round and 
say that it is quite satisfied as long as the 
office makes no loss. Finally, we can- 
uot understand why, if a change is really 
necessary, of which we have no proof 
at present, it was not left to the annual 
meeting of ratepayers. ‘The Council 
wish to introduce the new system on 
the first of January next, we shall no 
doubt be told. But this actually does 
not allow time for people in the interior 
who use the local post office, to learn 
of the proposed change, send down to 
Shanghai for stamps, and get them 
back in time. We regard the change 
as unduly hurried, ill-advised, and 
unnecessary. It is quite within the 
power of the Local Postmaster to frame 
a scheme for a sliding scale of sub- 
scription, and a reduction of rates for 
prepaid correspondence, without abolish- 
ing the great convenience which the 
resent system affords. It is argued 
that “the place has grown too big for 
the present system.” We can see no 
proof of this, which is contradicted by 
our own experience, and we see nothing 
to justify this slashing reform, which 
will cause the hundred and twenty or 
tore present subsoribers a great deal of 
unnecessary worry and trouble. 











THE WOOSUNG BAR. iN 
Hh Nov: 
On the 2nd of April, 1880, a public 
meeting, convened By the Senior Consul, 
Dr. Focke, was held at the Shanghai 
Club, at which Mr. F. B. Forbes, Chair- 
man of the Shanghai General Chamber 
of Commerce, brought forward a scheme 
for the Conservation of the River 
Whangpoo. The Woosung Bar’ was 
giving great trouble then as it has done 
ever since and will continue to do until 
the Chinese Authorities can be-brought 
to appreciate the disgrace which it is, 
that the access to so'large and import- 
ant a commercial centre as this should 
remain so obstructed. Mr. Forbes’ 
scheme, which was carried by a ve 
large majority at a meeting at whicl 
the commercial community was very 
fully represented, was that funds for the 
conservancy of the river should be rais- 
ed by the imposition of tonnage dues, 
“these funds to be administered by a 
Conservancy Board on which the Mer- 
cantile Community shall be represent 
ed.” ‘This was the community’s answer 
to the objection of the Chinese that they 
had no funds to enable them to make 
the necessary improvements in the river. 
“We will provide the funds,” we said, 
“on the sole condition that you allow us 
to have a representative on the new 
Board.” ‘The foreign Ministers took up 
the scheme enthusiastically and that 
was the end of it. 

If the Woosung Bar was bad 
then it is worse now; for it is 
anew thing for the Ningpo steamers, 
for, instance, to be detained for three or 
four hours at the Bar, waiting for water. 
We do not consider’ that the foreign 
community ought to be called upon to 
find the funds, particularly as we know 
that the whole of the tonnage dues are 
not used now for the purposes for which 
they are collected; but we have no 
doubt that the foreign community would 
be willing to do this again, as they were 
iv 1880, rather than see the obstruction 
left untouched. ‘The money that is 
wasted in a year now in the detention 
of steamers, lighterage, etc., to say noth- 
ing of the inconvenience caused, would 
far more than provide interest and 
sinking-fund on any Joan that it might 
be necéssary to raise for the purpose of 
regulating the Bar and conserving the 
river. We want some one’ with the 
energy and knowledge of the subject 
possessed by Mr. F. B. Forbes to stir 
the question again, for it is ouly by 
constant agitation that, after the failire 
of the inadeqnate measures taken with 
the Anding,.the Chinese authorities 
will be persuaded to see that it is their 
duty to conserve the approdches to 
Shanghai. We have a fine river here 
becoming gradually useless through the 
apathy aud ignorance of the authorities 
of the country.

‘This Foudroyant, however, is not the one 
which was La Galissonidre’s flag-ship in 
Byng’s lamentable battle. in, 1756, and 
wihich was staken | in 1758. by Captain 
Gardiner in the much sm fonmouth, 
after 150 of the Monmouth’s men and 200 
of the Foudroyant's had been killed and 
wounded. The present Foudroyant is only 
about 100 years old, Nelson having trans

which took them off, ‘The Russian captain, 
De Levron, by whose command these bar- 
barities were committed, may have acted 
under ordera, or by the lights of his own 
unaided brutality ; but whichever it “may 
have been, his conduct would have been out- 
rageous even had the sealers been guilty of 
trespassing upon the limits recognised by 
international law, Some very sharp language 
will have to be held towards Russia in the 
matter; and there must be not only an 
apology but a substantial indemnity. Ouly 
the very fullest and most prompt reparation 
(which ought. to include the casbiering of 
Captain de Levron). ought to satisfy Lord 
Rosebery. 

‘The Kconomis!, writing on “ Mr, Labou- 
chere’s Menace to the Government,” doubts 
that the extreme Radicals will be able at 
an early poriod to turn Mr, Gladstone out.

The Anti-Foreign Riots in China in 1891. 
With an appendix. Shanghai: Printed at 
the North-China Herald Office, 1892. 

Under the above title the publishers of 
the North-China Daily News have issued a 
volume which merits, and_ will probably 
obtain, a wide circulation. Tt containsover 
300 pages of neatly and clearly, though 
closely,” printed ‘matter ; is hasdsomely 
hound, and at the moderate price of $2.00 
cannot be called dear. It contains the 
history of all the 1891 riots, as related by 
correspondents and eye-witnesses. But 
history is by no means all. ‘There is be- 
sides, necessarily a little pure speculation, 
as for instance in the letters regarding the 
‘causes and cures of the riots ; a quantity of 
very able disputation, in the shape of the 
Defensio article, and the replies thereto ; 
‘and some most valuable explication of 
Chinese blue and other bad books. It 
furthercontainsafownotablemysteries,such 
as the incomprehensible Mason case; the in- 
serutable,Kolao Hui; and the elusive Li 
Iso a fair amount of fiction—in the 
to the Throne mainly ; and, 
finally, an appendix of very stirring travels. 
It is more than a book : it is a literature 
‘and as the product of the ablest pens in all 
services, sacred and secular, in China, 
dealing with a topic of the highest moment, 
it is a work for which a place should be 
found in every library. 

It is not our intention to review the book, 

















or to give quotations, seeing the whole has 
already eared in thecolumns of the Duily 
New: simply desire to draw attention 





to it, and to emphasise the importance of 
one particular topic, ‘namely, the Hunan 
anti-foreign literature propaganda to which 
attention was called by the able letters of 
Dr. Grifith John, given on pages 183-281, 
for here the key'to the whole movement 
Nos Tt was well known that at the time 
the riots began, an immense amount of 
incendiary literature was being circulated 
in the Yangtzo valley ; but where it came 
from, or who the parties responsible were, 
no one could tell. Circumstances pointed 
to the capital of Hunan as the centre of 
duction, but as far as regards foreigners 
ing able to ascertain the truth, it might 
4s well have been the capital of Tibet as 
that unapproschable city. Specimens of 
the literature were constantly turning up 
all spring, but the first considerable find 
of it was made by tho Chinese police 
who, in the month of June, captured a 
boxful in a Hankow ‘cloth shop, and 
lodged the owner in gaol. In thus acting, 
howevor, it appeared the police had made 
‘as the man was shortly after 
ed, and no doubt had his goods 
ored to him. It was this incident 
which gave the first clue to a leader of 
.the movemont, namely, a man of Tactai 
renk named Chou, in Hunan, a piece of 
most important information which was 
noted and placed on record by the Wuchang 
correspondent of the Daily News. 

After the lapse of many months, in 
October, came the next discovery, made 
by native Christians of the London 

ission residing at Hwangpi, that the 
pawnbrokers of that city wore engaged in 
printing and distributing incendiary litera- 
ture. “Here again Changsha was given as 
the original source. At this time also con- 
siderable discoveries of the same material 
were being made in H.B.M. Consulate, by 
the Constl himself.” Specimens ofall kinds 
of blood-curdling books and posters, some 
of thom already well-known, but some 
quite new, were put in places where he 
was sure to find them, apparently by the 
Consulate Mahatma. ‘According to the 
Consul he neither knew, vor considered 
it wise to enquire, how they came to be 
there.. No doubt’ secret intelligence de- 
partments way be conducted in this way, 

: it was never claimed that these were 
obtained. by any such agency. In all pro- 





















were the moving spirits in the matter, for 
they best knew where to obtain supplies ; 
and just then had a purpose to secure Ly 
producing them. They were playing the 
caxnot-control-the people game, snd what 
Detter proof could be furnished of the 
desperate state of affairs than these docu- 
ments afforded? The result, however, 
were something vastly different from what 
was probably contemplated by them... In- 
stead of being duly scared ; the Consul set 
to work on the material thus supplied and 
obtained from other sources. By means of 
his able translations and despatches, pro- 
duced at a most critical and anxious time, 
when unassisted he had to face enough 
of other work and worries to task a 
dozen men, he aroused the Powers to a 
sense of the necessity for dealing with this 
anti-foreign literature movement. Instead 
of being duly scared, the foreign authorities 
calmly assured the Chinese that, in the 
event of their failing to control the people, 
they would come and help them. How 
little this proposition was to the mind of 
ELE. the Viceroy at Wuchang his earnest 
remonstrance, addressed at this time to 
Lord Salisbury, against Her Majesty's naval 
officers being under any circumstances 
allowed to land armed parties, and to fire 
upon rioters, shows. (Blue Book, China, 

fo. 1, 1892, p. 55.) ‘The most’ notable 
find at the Consulate was the Hunan mani- 
festo—given in Blue Book, p. 123, and 
in Dr. John’s letter of 20th October. It. 
was important for two reasons. It an- 
nounced a change of policy which has ever 
nos been persevered fay 2s far as regards 
the Yangtze valley, namely, that there 
shonld be no more burning of churches and 
chapels. Next, it was actually in the Con- 
sul’s hands before it was posted in Chang- 
sha, or other Hunan cities ; the which it 
afterwards plentifully was. Evidently 
Mahatma had nccess to the very earliest 
editions. 

In course of time the Chinese Govern- 
ment was brought to see that something 
must be done with regard to this pro- 
paganda, so it instructed its Minister in 
England to emphatically and repeatedly 
declare that all who engaged in it would, 
on discovery, be instantly executed without 
the observance of any formality. (See Blue 
Book, pages 121 and 145.) But it was at 
the same time careful not to discover 
one. Later on, when it was possible, with 
absolute certainty, to point out a few, the 
tone of the Minister changed. There was 
no longer any talk of punishing, but, with 
regard to certain documents forwarded by 
the Consul, possibly some originally pro- 
vided by themselves, he sneeringly pre- 
sumes that “ these decuments which other- 
wise might ne met the eye of the 
Chinese authorities” had been brought by 
H.M. Minister at Peking, and the ‘British 
Consul at Hankow, to the knowledge of 
the Imperial and provincial authorities, 
respectively. (Blue book. 153.) As if no- 
thing more was necessary, when the very 
thing complained of was that these authori 
could not be induced to act in this 
matter ! 

‘Meanwhile further light was to break 
forth. Certain incendiary publications had 
Chou Han’s name upon them as author, 
but who he was, and where to be found, or 
whether there was any such personage at 
all, were matters which could be only 
euessed.

Fortunately the blocks had been removed, 
and before the ashes of the first were cold, 
the printers were busy, in another house” 
with s second edition of 500 copies.

cartoon, the book was full of dragons

‘The various Consuls in Hankow for- 
warded copies of this book to their 
respective Ministers and Governments, 
copies: were also sent to the leading home 
newspapers, religious and secular ; to the 
Secretaries of the various Missionary 
Societies, and to all the ports in China. 
‘As..regards home: it must be confessed 
the» book missed fire. Of the news 

pers only a few took the slightest notice 
of. it, and of the Mission Secretaries, 

. with ‘the exception of personal friends, 
_ none at all. 1b was evidently quite be- 
yond the depth of the literary fentlemen 
‘at-home. Such a production had never 
come in their way before, There was 
no ‘precedent to go. by; what to make: of 
it they did not know, so they sagely 
resolved to leave it alone. " A sympathetic 
Posteard received from Mr. Gladstone, 
owover, did not a little to make up for 
the general silence. As regards China : as 
is well known, every possible: effort was 
made, by way of petition and public meet- 
ing, to have a stop put to the circulation of 
literature of ‘the Gallery” stamp ; while 
the pressure put by the representatives of 
foreign Powers upon the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment was unanimous and firm. 

‘To conclude : as.to the close. connection 
between the. anti-foreign literature pro- 
paganda and the riots there is no need to 
say anything. ‘The Chinese high officials 
in their memorials acknowledge it in the 
clearest manner. . But with regard to the 
steps taken by them to put a stop to the 
movement it must be confessed that they 
too have missed fire. The notorious ring- 
leader, Chou Han, was never punished.

PAOTING FU. 
picihtane tial 
(rnoat oun OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The area of distress from floods in the 
province will evidently be very large during 
the coming winter, although in the im:ne- 
¢ vicinity of Photing Fu the water sub- 

sided as.quickly.na at rose, falling eleven 
feet in twenty-four hours. "A little further 
east, however, most of the villages will be 
locked in the ice, accessible only on sledges 

“throughout the entire winter. Ona recent 
journey from Tientsin to Paoting Fu by 
river, during the first three days—more 
than 800 ti—only the merest shreds and 
patches of dry land were to be seen on any 
side. From either bank the view was always 
tho same, waterto the horizon, except where 
the expanse was broken by dykes, or discon- 
solate rows of trees, or islaud villages. In 
several cases the brick walls of hsien cities 
rose directly from the water on all sides, 
looking like the outer defences of some huge 
fort for harbour defence. 

‘The villagers having their thoughts 
directed for the time being, from kao- 
liang and cabbages, have turned their 
attention to the reaping of the scaly har- 
vest at their doors, and for more than a 
hundred miles, the banks, where they exist, 
are lined with’the Inrge four-cornered dip 
nets, which hover above the stream, rising 
and falling on its surface like a tow of 
abnormally developed: spiders. M. 
men and children join in the 
toward family support, As the daily catch 
averages from ten to fifty catties, the 
villagers who aro fond of fish are not so 
badly off. The appearance of the villages, 
however, often with no more dry land than 
that on which the houses stand, is doleful 
in tho extreme, especially when toward 
evening they are shrouded in the malarial 
vapour that rises from the stagnant water 
and trackless wastes of mud. At that hour 
of the day they serve perfectly to put one 
in mind of the wretcheduess of Martin 
Chuzzlewit in his home in Eden on the 
‘Mississippi. 



































It is reported that the streets of the city 
are to be re-macadamised, presumably under 
the Viceroy’s orders, like those of Tientsin. 
It would be an unspeakable improvement 
were this done, as a shower of rain or flurry 
of snow. is at present sufficient to throw 
them into the state of nastiness’ familiar to 
all dwellers in Chinese cities. We can only 
hope that if the work is undertaken it will 
not prove the miserable finsco in which 
the construction of the macadam road 
between Tientsin and Yangts‘un has re- 
sulted. The material was laid down, but 
the passage of heavy carts over it before it 
had been properly rolled, has churned uy 
the last section of the road-bed into an al 
but impassable waste of loose earth and 
stones. The vice-regal eye has probably 
not rested upon it when in this condition, 
and therefore it remains convincing proof 
for all true Chinese, that the old ways were 
best.

It is over a month sinco you had any 
news from the capital. The summer has 
come and gone, and proved a cool one. 
‘The autumn has been very fine and only 
once had we a blow from the north, with 
clouds of dust to remind us that we do 
not live in paradise in any sense. Ours is 
a city of desolation, filth, and I fear also of 
disease. We have had a most unpleasant 
reminder of the latter by an epidemic of 
coutinued fever of the typho or typhoid 
malarial type, which has carried off two of 
our favourite residents, The fever has 
deen of rather unusual severity. Both the 
gentlemen whose untimely decease we 
mourn were great farourites—one was our 
youngest resident and only recently from 
home, the other has been here before, and 
endeared himself to us all by his geniality. 
He had only recently come amongst us 
again with a charming young wife. He 
was quite convalescent from the fever, but 
from some imnprudence in eating and drink- 
ing suffered a relapse to which hesuccumbed. 
other patients are on the fair way to 
recovery. The sudden illness of Mr. Rhein, 
whose death took place in the hospital of 
your settlement, has added one more gloom 
to the alrendy’ thick. pall which has hung 
over us for the past month, He also leaves 
‘8 young widow and child, 

‘The departure of the British Minister, 
and Lady Walsham and family, after a 
residence of six years among’ us, has 
catised a very regretful feeling. At 
no time have ‘the honours, amenities and 

ialities of the British Legation been more 
or better di-played than during the past 
period. Sir John Walsham has most worth- 
maintained the dignity of the Brit 
diplomatic service, and if he has not given 
in all cases the satisfaction which the 
merchants have expected, the blame ought 
perhaps tach exclusively to the 
Minister. His policy to alarge extent is 
dictated from Downing Street. Our Foreign 
Office wants a good deal of stiffening up in 
its China policy. It could bear a good deal 
more of diplomatic pressure. A rupture 
withus, from pressingour rights, demanding 
protection, the execution of treaties, and 
suchlike, is quite impossible, We should be 
respected all the more, and the measure 
of cur respect is the measure of the dread 
which our power exercises in the minds of 
the higher officials, Russia at the present 
time is all-powerful by virtue of the forth- 
coming Trans-Siberian Railway. Our proxi- 
mity in the south-west ought to secure for 
ué like attention. One advantage of the 
return of the Minister will be the placing 
before our Foreign Office the true aspects 
of Chinese diplomacy and the conduct of 
the government in the matter of the late 
disturbances. ‘The foreign community ‘will 































































doubtless reap benefits in the future from 


the late Minister’s representations at home, 
The merchants themselves are ilso largely 
to-blame for their inactivity.

THE SEARCH FOR THE SURVIVORS OF THE 
“BOKHARA” AND ‘ NORMAND.” 
(enw OR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 

Long ere this you have been put in full 
possession of ali the sad details connected 
with the terrible disaster to the P. & O. 
steamer Bokhara, reported by H.M.S. Por: 
poise, and before this letter reaches, you 
will have been still further shucked and 
surprised by hearing of the loss of the 
Norwogian steamer Normand with, as far 
‘us we can discover, twenty-four hands out of 
a crew cf twenty: 

‘THE Loss OF THE ‘ NORMAND.” 

As the particulars connected with this 
occurrence come out in the statements 
made by the two survivors, , appended to 
this communication, I need only add that, 
although perfect "certainty cannot be 
arrived at, it would appear more than 





probable that the Normand struck on 


the Tortoise Rock, » small reef about 
eight or ten miles ‘to the north 
Light-house on Fisher Island, and 
achalf miles to the west of this 
Notwithstanding .the close proximity of 
the latter, however, nothing what- 
over was observable from the ship, and

Be this at it may, it would certainly have 
been most wild and foolhardy to dream of 
going on further with the search in the 
prevailing weather, aud with the small

The 
islands to which I allude appear to be more 


or less in the direct lino of the forces that 
brought the rescued men on the Patchao, 
that is for those from the Normand, though 
it, would be almost unkind to hold out 
hopes of any more survivors from the 
Bokhara having been washed ashore there, 

teamer was wrecked on Sand Island, 
ap well to the north and eastward 
of Fisher Island, forming with other 
islands andreefs the boundary of the sheet of 
water enclosed by Fisher Island on the west 
and Pong-Hao on the east. All wreckage ot 
drifting matter from the Bokhara would, 
(as indeed actually occurred) fetch up on

in one way. 
CAN THERE BE MORE SURVIVORS? 

With reference, however, to the possibi- 
lities of survivors from the Normand being 
in some, or all, of the southern and western 
Janda, we can only now state facts, and 
leave it to the judgment of the Naval 
authorities to determine whether they 
should exercise the power solely in their 
possession and prosecute a search, From 
what follows it will be seen that everything 
local effort or exertion could do has been 
done, and only when it has become abso- 
lately palpable that further attempts on 
theit part, with the only means at, com- 
mand, must prove utterly impracticable 
have the rescue party, which left Formosa 
in the Sin Taitoan, been driven to abandon 
their cheerfully assumed work, and leave it 
to those who can, with comparatively little 
trouble, accomplish what remains to be 
carried out. 

HOW THE NEWS REACHED US. 

It will now perbaps be as well if 
I go. back to the date of the first in- 
timation reaching Formosa, aud tell you 
all we knew. or know fre our side :—On 
the 13th two or three junks came in from 
the Pescadores reporting the total loss of a 
large white-painted steamer bound from 
Shanghai to Hongkong aud laden with silk.” 
Many versions were given, some deck 
that she was a man-of-war ; but further in- 
vestigation, conducted with the greatest care 
by Mr. Warren, H.M.’s Consul, seemed to 
prove that what I quote above was the 
most reliable and generally supported state- 
ment. The colour of the stenmer and her 
cargo, facts about which the reporters were 
very firm, showed us at once that she was a 
muil-bost, and probably either the German 
mail or one of the Canadian Pacific steamers, 
most likely the former. 

‘THE PREPARATIONS FOR RESCUR.

boat, though well fitted for the trade she 
rans on, is, of course, a small craft when 
looked at from s sea-going point of view, 
being only 80 ft. long and of small horse- 
power ; but she was the best boat available 
and it must be admitted proved herself a 
good seaboat even under the exceptionally 
trying circumstances in which she was 
placed. The reports received from the 
Pescadores described many of the survivors 
as being in a terribly bruised and maimed 
condition while the state of the unfortunate 
Lascar, who eventually died after being 
landed’ at Anping, was attributed to more 
than one individual, Under these circum- 
stauces the Consul requested Dr. W. 
Wykeham Myers to accompany them and 
bring all necessary instruments, medicines 
and appliances. ‘A goodly stock of medical 
and other comforts was Jaid in, together 
with such old clothes as could be got 
together in the short time at disposal. 
Mr. Warren also requested Mr. R. J. 
Hastings, a gentleman whose command of 
the local dialect is almost phenomenal, to 
accompany the party as Official Inter- 
preter. ‘The rescue party was thus com- 
posed of the two Consuls, Dr. Myers, 
and Mr. Hastings, and they left Anping 
in the Sin Taian carly on the morning 
of the 14th. For what follows Iam en- 
debted to one of the gentlemen who went 
in the steam launch, and as it describes 
very fully all that occurred on their event- 
fal cruise, it had best be inserted here :— 
‘THE STORY OF THE SEARCH, 

The steam-launch Sin Taiwan left Takow 
at about 5a.m, on the 14th taking from 
this H, I.G. M.’s Vice-Coneul, Dr. Merz, 
and Dr. Myers. She called at Anping 
where “Mr. Peiham L. Warten, BDL 
Consul, and Mr. R. J. Hastings embarke 
Leaving again at about 10.30 a.m. we pro- 
ceeded for the Pescadores, until well north 
cfthe Velox Shoals; the wind and sea 
were moderate, but as we went further 
north the breeze freshened and with it the 
sea rose. It was not, however, until 
we got up to the eastern end of Hast 
Island that our troubles really began, but 
‘once here the strong flood tide, running 
folly 4 knots, meoting the equally strong 
N.E. wind, and racing round the end of 
the Island, set up a state of affairs that is 
more pleasant in the reminiscence than it 
seerned to be at the time. Our little craft, 
howover, showed her ive sea-going qualities 
riding over the confused, but high sons 
like the provertial cork, while at the 
same time the other and less attracti 
similarities to that bit of matter were not I 
demonstrated by the violent way in which 
the boat pitched, rolled and generally made 
things lively, Our skipper, a foreigner and 
seafaring man, seemed at one time not to 
like it, but he held on, and at last we 
ot throvgh our miseries, anchoring in 

jown bay (at the back of Mokung) at 
about 7.30 pan. after a run of 9 or 
10 hours, ready for rest, and highly 
plonsed with the capabilities of our craft. 

ARRIVAL AT MAKUNG, . 

At daylight next morning Capt. Vosteen 
got under way, and we finally’ cast 
anchor in Makung (inner harbour) at, about 
10. o'clock.” ‘The Consuls immediately 
went on shore and interviewed the officials, 
(Chéntai and Ting,) learning for the first 
time the full extent of what had happened 
to the Bokhara. It seoms that the idea of 
her being a white boat arose from:the.colour 
of the wreckage, which turned out, after all, 
to be the deckhouses of the Normand, 
which were paiuted white, and although 
what we now discovered relieved the Ger- 
man Consul of his official responsibility, the 
shock and sorrow at what had actually 
taken place was as great to one and all of 
us, The survivors who had been most 
Kindly tended and cared for by the Chén- 
tai and.people, left a memorandum with 
the former official enthusiastically teatify- 
ing to the above facta signed by all the 
Europeans, and winding up by aaying “thet 
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the Chéntai had treated them as though 
they were his own’ children.” We now 
heard that the Douglas stesmer Thales had 
called in on the previous day and taker 
away the shipwrecked people, going on to 
Auping, where she had to’ call on her 
way to Hongkong. The Chéntai, besides 
supplying them with food, clothing and such 
medical appliances as he could get hold 
of, had given them $200 which latter, how- 
ever, was gratefully returned on the arrival 
of the Thales ns, of course, any money re- 
quired could then be easily got on board. It 
appeared that the two mien whose description 
we had got at Anping, were still on the 
Patchao islands, distant abut 10 to 12 miles 
from Makung, and we, in common with 
everyone else, assumed that they also 
were survivors from the Bokhara wreck, 
having uo idea that a second tragedy had 
been enacted. 


THE BURIAL OF THE DROWNED. 


‘The Chéntai told Mr. Warren, who 
had’ at onee instituted enquiries as'to the 
recovery and burial of the bodies, that a 

at number of these had been got and 
buried, including those of three ladies and 
n child. ‘The Lightkeeper, who on the 
first news of the wreck coming to hi 
knowledge, had written a letter to theChén- 
tai telling him of what he had heard, and 
offering ull assistance in his power,” also 
buried two bodies, one male and the othera 
feniale. "The latter, we believe, one of the 
oHticers of the Bokhara, who had goue to the 
lighthouse with « view of communica’ 
with passing steamers, either identitied or 
thought was in ull probability that of the 
stewardess of the mail-steamer, Finding 
that in the state of the weather it would be 
utterly impossible fur us to proceed in the 
launch to the places of interment, the 
Consuls made efforts to get there overland, 
even hiring chairs for this purpose, but the 
state of the weather and tides that day put 
stop to this attempt. Some of the party 
started off to walk towards the places in 
order to sve for themselves whether the 
difficulties of access were as great as were 
reported, but had ouly gone about an hour 
when they saw the Porpoise coming in and 
therefore returned to communicate with 
her. Captain Burr lost no time in coming 
to.the Sin Taiwan where he wet the 
consuls, From him we learut that 
had come out in search of the Boklara 
and had met the Thales at Anping trans- 
ferring the survivors from that steamer 
to his own vessel, that he was most anxious 
to go with the greatest despatch to Swatow, 
in order to wire the sad news to the Commo- 
dore and the world generally, thus to 
some extent relieving the intense anxiety 
and suspense generally prevailing. We 
duly informed him of tle men on the Pat- 
chao islands and he kindly communicated 
with as by Morse, signals after getting on 
board his ship ‘as to who they might 
possibly be, it being still, of course, believed 
that they came from the Bokhara.’ After a 
brief interview the genial commander had 
to return to his ship as darkness was coming 
on, and he was anxious to get clear of the 
Pescadores before nightfall. The» Consul 
informed him that he had already thanked 
the officials in the name of the British 
Government for their goodness atid so 
relioved Capt. Barr of one of the duties 
which had specially prompted him to call 
in-at Makung. We promised, cf course, 
todo all we could to rescue the men on 
the Patchao islands, and, if at all possible, 
search the other islands, but as the sequel 
will show, it was utterly beyond our power 
to do more than fulfil the ‘first of our 
undertakings. With that assurance and a 
couple of the largest geese we ever saw, 
the energetic captain pulled away, and 
avon the Porpoise was en route. As this 
beautiful and speedy versel gradually faded 
from our sight we could not but envy the 
possession of such a craft, and the ability 
to make light of even the heavy weather at 
that "moment prevailing,

However, it was no use wishing for 
what could not be, and so taking it 
losophically, we determined to do the 
¢ we could with the means at our 
command, feeling that however inadequate, 
atleast they were the best of their kind, 
and that our little boatie would, under 
her skipper’s guidance and care, do all 
that could in reason be expected ‘of such 
craft. The Chéntai sent us an official 
pilot and to make it as safe as we could, 
another one was engaged from. outside, 
Next morning the wind was still blowing 
with considerable force, but as our destina- 
tion was to leeward, and we cuuld not 
know how the men were getting on, we 
determined to make a start at all hazards. 
Running down with a fair wind and 
propitious tide we were soon being swept 
in through the gap between the two 
islands forming the Patchao group.—Ouce 
inside this entrance we found ourselves in 
nearly a circular harbour, formed by the 
crescentic bays east _and ‘west of us, 
the W, side of the E. Island, and the 
side of the western island. Tt was on ti 
latter we discovered the two men who 
hastened to meet us on the beach. We then 
heard for the first time of the Normand’s 
wreck, As soon as the mandarin had been 
interviewed and heartily thanked, small 
preliminary douceurs having also been 
distributed to the kind and brave fellows 
who had so nobly assisted the ship-wrecked 
people, we hurried on board and u start 
was made for Makung. 


THE ATTEMPT 70 RETOKS 
uch luck; we had barely 
got through the gap ‘when we found 
ourselves involved in what was really a 
tremendous tide-race struggling to beat 
a furious N.E. wind, the latter having 
considerably strengthened since morning. 
What made the situation more unplea. 
sant was the fact that on exch side 
of us were dangerous reefs with surf 
breaking over them at a terrific rate, the 
tide too tending to urge us in their direc- 
tion, The more we got out the more 
evident became the inability of our plucky 
little craft to contend with the opposing 
elements, and at last all efforts had to be 
directed towards getting her round for 
a run back to the harbour just left. 
SIX DAYS AT ANCHOR. 

This happily accomplished, we let go an- 
chor in the bay on the W, side of the eastern 
island, and there fur six solid days we had 
to remain weather-bound and cut off from 
all chance of communication with the outer 
world. ‘The people on these islands are 
Great fisherinen, and show much ingennity 
in their devices for catching the fish. They 
are as expert divers as any pearl fisher 
could be, and use this power for securing 
many of their victims. There are always 
any amount of eggs to be got, together with 
fowls, and we even succeeded in securing a 
calf which kept us in beef while detained, 
On the ground of provisions therefore we 
were not anxious, but who can describe the 
awful monotony and suspense consequent 
on hope deferred from day to day by the 
over increasing gales of N.E. wind. Well 
‘every lane hath a turning,” and so at 
last had our term of imprisonment. Taki 

light abatement 
wind’s force, early on the morning of 
the sixth day after our entry into the 
harbour, we started out. 
UNDERWAY AT Last. 

On getting into the ‘gut’ and its tide race, 
matters looked at first as if we could never 
yet along, but bad though the tide was as a 

irrer up of furious seas, it was pushing us 
in the direction we desired, and the wind 
being less strong we at last slowly but 
surely battled through, and finally got 
under the lee of Table Island. ‘Thence to 
Makung was not 20 bad, though it took us 
4 hours to do the 10 miles that inter- 
vene between Makung and Patchao. Our 






















































































experiences now showed only too’ cléarly 
how impossible it would be for'us to dream 
go to any other islands, and indeed in 
the prevailing state of the weather, ‘and 
the tidal mill-races running between the 
islands it was a very doubtful matter as to 
when we might hope for a chance to go, 
even with fair wind and tide, back to 
Formosa. However,’ we had done all that 
we conld, and very thankful we were that 
so substantial a result as the rescue of the 
unfortunate Norwegian survivors had'been 
attained. Reluctant though we were toleave 
without fulfilling theremainderof oursearch, 
we all felt that we could now fairly relegate 
what remained to a man-of-war, to whom, 
of course, with her size and ‘power the 
task would be one of comparatively small 
importance. While at Patchao both is 
lands. were thoroughly explored, several 
villages visited and many people questioned 
ard talked with generally. 
THE KINDNESS OF THE NATIVES. 

‘The younger of the two mon who rescued 
the second engineer of the Normand took us 
to the spot where the latter landed, and to 
us it was a matter of considerable surprise 
that any one, not to speak of a crippled and 
exhausted man, should be able. to get 
ashore amid such enormous boulders as 
were there strewn round, close together, 
and covering the whole beach. Then, in- 
deed, we fully recognised the truth of what 
the engineer had told us “that but for the 
bravery and humanity of the two men who 
plunged into the sea and got hold of him 
he could never have landed there whole, 
much less alive.” ‘The Consul made our 
guide scratch his name and that of his 
companion on one of the flat stones lying 
around, and we believe that at least w full 
report of what these two good fellows have 
doue will be brought to the notice of the 
proper authorities, both native and Nor- 
wegian. 








‘THE WRECKAGE, 

Aaa proof of what the sea could 
doin those parts we saw the beach 
strévn with small splinters the remains 
to which planks and loge had ‘been res 
duced, and in fact it seemed as though 
only such wreckage as got on to the eastern 
and more sandy island arrived in anything 
like a recognisable or useful state, Chief 
among the wreckage were the two side- 
ay ladders belonging to the Normand, 
tent foghorn from the chart house, 
several of the hatches, from tho tween decks 
and some bits of wood belonging to the 
hatches, 2 life belts,—two others were also 
washed ashore which with the two worn by 
the rescued men accounted for four out of 
the seven known to have been on board and 
put on by members of the crew. ‘This small 
amount of wreckage and uo other bodies 
than those of the living men whom we had 
secured, make it slightly more than possible 
that other bodies, perhaps also those of 
live persons may have been washed on the 
southern and western island in the same 
line of current and wind, and which would 
be likely to arrest objects floated: past 
Patchav. Had we had a faint chance of 
being able to get back, even if we could 
get to these islands, I'am sure we would 
have tried, but this was quite impossible 
and now all that can be done is to report 
the facts and leave it-to those able to 
perform this necessary works of humanity, 
to undertake it. The authorities both on 
Patchao aud Makung have promised, and we 
believe they are sincere, to explore when the 
weather moderates, but when this may be, 
if ever, in the N.E. monsoon, who can tell? 

‘TRE CARE OF THE DEAD, 


To resume, having got to Makung, Mr. 
Warren once more visited the Chéntai with 
reference to his promise to bring the bodies 
from the Bokhara up to Makung for inter- 
ment in coffins and within a bit of ground 
which’ this official had offered to give and 
rail off for the purpose. ° Without going 
further into the matter, we may state here 
that we have every aud very good reason 
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for believing that the Chéntai had been as 
good as his word in trying to get the bodies 
transported, but obvious circumstances ren- 
dered this quite impracticable and indeed 
inadvisable. Mr, Warren spared no trou- 
ble by direct and-counter checking enquiries 
to find out the truth, and not only have we 
no reason for ‘believing that officials and 
people have done other than they assert, 
viz, decently buried a very great number of 
bodies, but that the places of interment are 
well marked and can be easily recognised 
and got at whenever required. We have 
good reason also for believing that the 
test respect was shown to the dead 
from the moment of picking them up until 
‘that of burial; and what is more, some little 
risk has been incurred in getting hold of 
bodies seen floating round, and this solely 
with the object of carrying out the official 
ordersastothemannerin which the dead were 
to be treated—we learn for a fact that the 
Chéntai offered rewards for bodies got and 
buried, and that he has actually paid some 
of these. ‘The finders expected that their 
reported doings were to be verified by the 
ners auxious and willing for the 
chance, and this would have undoubtedly 
been done had unforseen circumstances not 
interfered. ‘Thus, itis, we may take it as 
fa fact that many if not all of the European 
bodies, including the fiveladiesandonechild, 
have been got and decently buried. Some 
of the men who have been drowned in the 
art of the 





















for ip being in unattainable 
oatione may till be, unrecovered, but 
lily wateh is being kept by a large ‘party 
eager to re every corpse that comes 
ashore and yive it reverent burial. 
these people are working under the fir 
belief that sooner or later their doings 
will be carefully checked by foreign inves- 
tigation, in which latter they have great 
belief and perhaps some dread! 
‘THE CARE OF THE “ BOKHARA’S” CARGO. 
With reference to the cargo large quanti- 
ies of silk und straw braid have been washed 
ore, butthe Consul has notified the offi 
cials, who have promised to do all they can to 
yrotect the wreck and cargo, that they 
By no mouns abandoved, and that immediate 
foreign efforts will be made to salve both 
cargo and treasure, all cargo given up by 
native salvors being paid for at just and 
fair rates. No doubt, therefore, in time, 
.e., us soon as some Fespon: 
there and begins to treat with the people, 
he will find 11o difficulty, as long as he treats 
them with ordinary fairness, in getting 
huld of anything they have’ picked up. 
It ia very evident we are not treating now- 
adays with pirates or looters but with a 
people who have shown themselves capable 
of exhibiting the bighest and best traits of 
civilised humanity, and this too under 
circumstances that might well try persons 
whosemorality isof more favourable repute 
than that of the Pescadorians has hitherto 
been, and certainly who far excel these 
poor fishermen in the good things of this 
world! Let us hope that with this splen- 
did chance before us, to say nothing of the 
imerits of the case, uropeans generally 
will take good care to improve the occa- 
sion, and show those’ Asiation that we can 
be asappreciative and ever grateful fo 
good in them, as we are undoubtedly sharp 
at censuring and punishing all they do 
which however slightly, may seem con- 
trary to western ideas and ethics. 

‘THE ARRIVAL OF THE “FORMOSA.” 

All business being now arranged as far as 
possible, we were preparing to settle down 
for another term of patient watchfulness 
for the slant which would justify us in 
attempting the run homewards through 
the inter-island tide races, and our most 
sanguine hopes did not extend to speedier 
relief than that which might be afforded 
by the Thales on Wednesday, 26th. On 
the day after our return to Makung, how- 
ever. i.e. on Monday, the 24th, we were 
agreeably surprised to see a Douglas. sir.

The 
Commissioner and indeed the whole Customs 
staff zealously and kindly aided in the 
despatch of the Formosa, and although it 
was a Sunday and she bad cargo to dis. 
charge this was all quickly arranged, 
letting the steamer leave Amoy on her 
errand by 11.30 p.m. Such spontaneous 
and kindly acts as these serve greatly to 
relieve the gloom that inevitably attends 
the misfortunes which call for their dis- 
play, and we, in common, with all others 
interested in’ the Sin Tuiwan and her 
belongings must, and do indeed feel 
sincerely grateful for, and proud of the 
generosity and goodness shown them by 
owners, Customs, and all others who so 
unselfishly sprang forward to render help 
when they had reason to believe it was 
required. ‘True, the Sin Taiwan was snugly 
ensconced in Makung Harbour, but we 
were none the less glad of a chance of 
jetting back now that all we went for had 

en accomplished in sv far as we were 
capable of carrying it out, and therefore, 
we gladly availed ourselves of Capt. Hall’s 
offer to land us at Anping, and left the 
Pescadures at about 10. . on the 24th 
arriving at Anping in the afternoon of the 
same day, and thus ended a not uneventful 
cruise, which, if not devoid of risk, dis- 
comfort and even some privation, has many 
less disagreeable reminiscences and associa. 
tions. 

















THE FUTURE SALVAGE. 

So runs the long report with which I 
have been favoured and now all that 
remains for me to add is that Mr. 
Hestings bas returned to the Pescadores 
8 representative of Lloyd’s and other 
insurance companies. With his splendid 
knowledge of the languxge and people many 
uf whom know him. personally, it is most 
likely that a good deal will be accomplished 
in the way of salving from the wreck 
direct, and also in getting back, on fair 
terms, all that the people may have col- 
lected, ‘There will be no lack of splendid 
divers ready to hand, and thus we may 
reasonably hope that things are in good 
train not only for recovering some of the 
lost property, but also for ensuring the 
completivn of the sacred work towards the 
dead which has already been so well begun 
and carried on. The Chinese report that 
the wreck of the Bokhara has been driven 
into a sort of basin and that at low water 
her foremast is le. This, of course, 
we had no means of verifying. Mr. Hast- 
ings will doubtless proceed overland to the 
soene of the disaster at the first opportunity 
and pending news from him we must rest 
satisfied with what has been thus far ac-

‘THE CHENTAI'S KINDNESS.

STATEMENTS BY THE SURVIVORS OF 
THE “ NORMAND.” 

Jahn Nistad of Loxsvorrg near Bergen, 
aged 29 years, states as follows :—Iam 2nd 
engineer of the Norwegian str. Normand of 
Bergen, which wasbuiltin that place,of steel, 
in 1891. She was 2,242 tons register with

mado by Richardson & Sous of Sunderland. 
The Normand was owned by Christian 
Michaeleen & Co., Bergen. We left Cron- 
stadt on the 28th June, fur Viadivostock, 
Jaden with railway material, and arrived 
there on the 8lst August. ‘We left again 
for Nagasaki on the 29th September, ar- 
riving on the 2nd October. We took ina 
cargo of coals for the French M. M. Co., and 
left for Singapore at 4 a.m. on the 6th Oct. 

On the afternoon of the 8th, we ex- 
perienced a strong blow from the N.E. 
with a falling glase; reliable morning and 





| midday observations were last obtained on 


this day, and the course steered from Japan 
was S.W. During the night the wind in- 
creased, and continued to do so until bout 
1 p.m. on Sunday when it had attained 
typhoon force. The spray was so dense and 
continuous as to obscure everything. Our 
course bad been changed on ‘the morning 
of this day to SW. W. At 6.30 p.m. 
the ship was stopped, aud soundings got—17 
fathoms, white sand—and again at 7.30 
p.m., 35 fathoms with similar bottom. By 
this ‘time the “hurricane seemed to -bo 
blowing with full force and the 
extremely high, the. wind veerin; 
N.E. to N. by East. No. observations 
could be got on Sunday, and the patent 
log, hauled in at 8 a.m., was not put out 
again, At that time it’ showed the ship 
to have been going at a rate of 8 knots 
during the morning wateb. The en- 
gines were never slowed, From Satur- 
day afternoon until °8 a.m. on Sun- 
day, the 9th, we carried the fore and main 
trysails with’ one main and two fore stay- 
sails, but ou Sunday afternoon it was im- 
possible to carry them longer. Everything, 
however, seemed to be progressing well, 
until close on 9 p.m., for, although a good 
amount of water came on deck, no actual 
damage was done and the vessel seemed to 
be quite easy. At 8.60 p.m. the ship sud- 
denly took the ground, bumping heavily 
twice, and vibrating ull over as she was 
brought up. ‘The plates on floor of engine 
room were immediately forced apart and 
upwards, and water began rushing into 
the stoke-hole. I was on watch at 
the time. At the first bump I slowed 
the engines because the columns wore 
vibrating so much ; just then the telegraph 
was rong from deck to stop. In a moment, 
however, I got another order to go ahead 
full speed, followed in about 5 minutes by 
the final ‘direction to stop. The columns 
of the engines and even the ladders’ of the 
engine room were now moving about in 
a most threatening way. I thereupon eased 
the blow-off valves allowing the steam, at 
that time at 145 Ibs. pressure, to escape. 
Previous to this the two firemen on watch 
with me had run into the engine room ; 
driven out by the water in the stoke- 
hole. In a fow minutes matters became so 
alarming that we went on deck ; on reaching 
which we found the sea breaking all over. 
I saw the chief engineer standing on top 
of the galley, and climbing up to him re- 
ported that 1 had made everything as safe 
as I could in the engine room, After this 
T went on deck, and seeing the chief mate, 
asked him what he thought was best to bo 
done, and where the life belts were. He 
told me the latter were in the chart house, 
and added. “There is nothing to. be 
done ; it is impossible to launch the boats, 
all bande had better take to the rigging.” 
J then went up to the chart house and gota 
life-belt, which I put on. Soon after this the 
sea begautobreak over the ship so badly that 
led by the chief mate, all hands, except the 
captain who remained on the bridge, and the 
steward who could not yet forward from 
the saloon, went up the fore rigging. 
Shortly after this the captain blew two 
Jong blasts with the whistle, disappearing 
through the chart-house, and was seen no 
more. ‘The boats were soon washed away, 
and in about an hour the funnel-went, 
About 11.30 p.m, the topgallant fore- 
castle was broken up, and soon afterwards 
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the fore-mast went by the board, precipi- | OF these, however there were only 7, and {ifebelts were kept under the chart table 


tating ull hands into the water, of whom 
only about 6 or 8 were uoable to swim and 
soon sauk. T saw the rest swimming round 
for a little time but the sea soon separated 
me from them. I got hold of a cork fender, 
which supported mie for about 3 hours, when 
it was washed away ; almost simultaneously 
however, I was struck on the head by a 
bit of planking 6 or 7 feet long, and getting 
hold of this L managed to retain possession 
of it until just before being washed ashore. 
I was carried down along the west side of 
Fisher Island, having the light on my left 
hand, and about 4 or 5 p.m, on Monday the 
10th landed at what I now known is W. Pat- 
chao Island, At this spot the shore is cu- 
vored with large and small boulders against 
which the sea was breaking violently, 
but one rather elderly Chinaman accom- 
panied by a younger man waded waist 
deep into the surf and pulled me ashore 
treating me with the greatest kindness and 
cousideration, Helping, almost carrying me, 
for I was dead lame, over the rocks and up 
the hill, they took me to their house and gave 
me Chinese wine and food until Tw. 
sufticiently restored to fe on to the yamén 
of the official, where I obtained clothing, 
food, and shelter—and in fact everything 
that the man could possibly render in the 
way of assistance. I should state that 
when I fell with the mast into the water 
my knee struck against the side of the 
ship, seriously injuring the knee-cap aud 
cutting aud bruising the skin of the left 
leg, rendering it quite useless either for 
suuing or walking. The mandarin dres- 
sed my leg as well us he could, applying 
Chinese medicines and loti and when- 
ever I had to move, several people either 
belonging to the yamén or from the out- 
side were always ready to help and support 
me. On Wednesday the 12th I heard that 
there was another foreigner on the eastern 
island of the Patchao groups, and the peo- 
ple brought me a letter written by him, 
addressed to the Norwegian Consul in 
Hongkong, which they had been asked to 
convey. On looking at this letter I di 
covered that it was written by an ordinary 
seaman belonging to the Normand, named 
Herne: 

‘The mandarin thereupon sent across and 
brought Herness over to his place, and we 
lived together until Monday the 17th, 
when the Sin Taiwan came and took us off. 
I wish to express in the strongest manner 
my deep appreciation of the great humanity 
wid kindness shown to me and my ship- 
mates by all the people in the island, from 
the mandarin down to the humblest fisher- 
man, Everyone was ready to put their 
houses or few possessions at our service, 
and it is with the greatest gratitude that 
T acknowledge their care and goodness to 
which I must attribute my restoration after

‘Thomas Herness, living at Asolon-Beyers 
Garde, 32, Bergon, Norway, aged 23 years, 
states ‘as follows :—I was an ordinary sea 
man on board of the Norwegian steamer 
Normand of Bergen. - I agree with all that 
thé second engineer says as to particulars of 
ateamer’s wreck, course steered, &e: &e. 
Iwas on watch’ from 12,30 p.m. to 8.30 
p.m, on Sunday the 9th. I.took my spell 
at the wheel from 3,45 p.m. to8 p.m. The 
course we steered was S.W. } W. We 
could see nothing from Saturday night, 
all was so obscured by darkness and the 
spray. The wind was blowing with great 
foree, its direction being N. by E. At 
_ 8p.m. I-went below and turned in, and 
was asleep when the ship struck. | This 
latter woke me up, and I hurried on a few 
clothes. A man came to the forecastle 
door and sung out that the ship was 
ashore, and all hands were to take their 
stations at the boats. On reaching the deck 
the sea was breaking over so furiously that 
svo thdde the best of our way to the chart 
house, where we knew the life-belts were, 











I did not get one at that time, We found 
the captain and first mate already up there. 
I stayed slong with about six others in the 
chart house, until the sea burst in the door 
and drove us out. Taw some men going 
into the fore rigging, and called to my 
mates in the chart room to doso also. Pre- 
vious to this the captain paseed through the 
chart room, guing out by the port door, and 
we never saw him again. ‘The boy who was 
standing at the port door was wept out by 
the sea, but I mauaged to got hold of is 
collarand draghiminagain. Thesecond mate 
came tothe chart house and encouraged us, 
saying that escape was perhaps not hopeless. 
He asked for the captain but none of us h 
seen him after he passed through the chart 
house. After this we all went into the 
fore rigging. While we wore there the 
carpenter, who was near me, and had on a 
life belt became much agitated saying that 
he did not waut a belt, it was no use ; all 
must die, and had better die quickly. I 
tried to persuade time to keep it, but it 
was of no.use ; he was going to thow it over- 
board. T caught it and put it,on, wearing. 
it until just before I was washed ashore ou 
Monday afternoon. By this time the fo 
hatches were broken in ; the after ones had 
gone long before, and the bridge and boats 
werenow washed away. Noonein the rigging 
had seem either the captain or the steward, 
but with these exceptions, all the crew were 
there. In about from halfto three-quarters 
of an hour after this the funnel was carried 
away, and as near as I can guess about 11 
o'clock the fore-mast, which was an iron 
one, went by the board, throwing all of us 
into the water. We were soon separated 
from each other but I saw two men go 
down. I dv not know where the other 
men with the lifebelts went to. I strug- 
gled to get freo from the wreck, and 
eventually ewam clear. I came across and 
supported a coal trimmer, Door Wolden, 
but after a time wo were washed apart. 
‘The second engineer afterwards told me that 
he too had got hold of him and supported 
him for about two hours, but they also were 
separated. After swimming about fur or 
five hours I saw the lighton my left side. 
Thad previously got hold of a small plank 
which assisted me considerably, and at last 
at about 5 p.m. on Monday the 10th I was 
washed ashore near the easternmost isl 
of what I now know is the Patchao group. 
I was firsi landed on a small outlying islet 
which was quite uninhabited, and being #0 
exhausted fay thore until about 10 o'clock 
next morning. At this time a Chinaman 
‘swam across, and when he first saw me he 
seemed afraid, but on my <alling out to 
him he got re-assured and came to me. 
After collecting some wreckage washed 
ashore there, he motioned me to follow 
him, and we swam on to the main island, 
where I was given clothes, Chinese wine, 
food and tobacco ; the people insisting on 
turning out of their only bedroom and 
making vp ® bed there for me. I stayed 
with this family until Thursday the 13th, 
being treated all the time with the greatest 
kindness. After this I went over to the 
western island.and joined thesecond engineer 
at the mandarin’s place. I wish also to 
express my gratitude to the people for their 
generous kindness and assistance to me. 
Evidently very poor, still they freely placed 
everything they had at my disposal, and 
seenied to spare no trouble or thought in 
order to make me as comfortable as their 
limited moans permitted. In no country 
could I have been more humanely and even 
tenderly treated, and I cannot well express 
my feelings of gratitude to my kind- 
hearted and generous benefactors.

OF late there has been a great deul of 
thieving and robbery in aud about the 
city. ‘The settlement has not been exempt 
from the visite of these owlish gentlemen, 
attempts at house-breaking having been 
made at a number of places, with more or 
less of success. Several of the thieves 
have been taken, including one who wus 
connected with » robbery in one of the 
honge many mouths ago. Although he hus 
been severely handled by the otlicials, it 
does not appear tu have-hixd very much of 
fa deterrent effect, us other thefts have 
‘occurred since. 

It is reported that the city is quite ter- 
rorised by the xudacity of some of the 
descents, and their frequency, indicating 
that there is a large band and that they 
operate with eome degree of system. We 
are told that not » few of the large shop- 
keepers have been politely requested to 
lend the sum of several teus of taels, run- 
ing up into the hundreds in some ‘cases, 
1d that they dare not refuse, ‘The worst 
case reported is that of « pawushop.

THE UNITED STATES. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Mr. Cleveland's letter of acceptance has 
just been published. It is not so lon; 
President Harrison's. It is not so much of 
‘a discussion of principles as a statement of 
the policy of. his . The tariff is the 
only subject treated at any length. Starting 
with the assumption that taxation of some 
kind is necessary, and willingly borne by 
the people, he advocates tariff taxes, under 
certain conditions, as follows : ‘Such taxes, 
representing a diminution of the property 
rights of the people, are only justifiable 
‘when laid and’ collected for the purpose of 
maintaining our government and furnish 
ing the means for the accomplishment of 
its legitimate purposes and functions. This 
is taxation under the operation of a tariff 
for revenue. . . . Opposed to this theory, 
the dogma is now boldly presented that 
tariff taxation is justifiable for the express 
purpose and intent of thereby promoting 








e last pro] 
contrary to the spirit of our Constitution, a 
“pernicious doctrine” and “antagonised 
by every sentiment of justice and fairness.” 
T do not find, therefore, that Mr. Cleveland 
has, as some of his political “opponents 
would have us believe, avoided a clear de- 
claration of his convictions on this subject. 
If we could only believe that the Democra- 
tic party would be in full sympathy with its 
leader in this matter, we might hope for 





as|a manner only 


just and conservative legislation should the 
elections result in its favour. But while'I 
regard Mr. Cleveland as a strong man, 
|determined, and prepared to act in strict

that this letter teaches. It isa tariff which 
shall give no unfair advantages to any person 
or corporation ; and Tam glad to tind my 
‘own thoughts so clearly expressed in the 
words that the intelligence of the people 
should reject the charge “that a arty 
comprising a majority of our people is 
planning the destruction or injury: of 
American interests.” Of the other import- 
‘ant matters, more briefly touched upon, it 
need only be said, that as regards currency 
Mr. Cleveland supports honest’ money as 
everybody well knows ; his views are sound 
on the Civil Service, pensions, and the 
restriction of immigration. 

‘The feeling as to the probable result of the 
elections next month has been perceptibly 
changing within the last few days. Tt is 
strange how extremely sensitive to trifling 
occurrences the political pulse is, Eurly 
in the present week a Democratic friend 
told me that he fully expected Mr. Harrison 
would win. To-day he has more conti- 
dence in Mr. Cleveland’s prospects, This 
is the case with many others. For scme 
reason, not easily explained, Mr. Cleve- 
Iand’s ‘prospects have suddenly advanced 
in public estimation. 

the reunion of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, the veterans of the great Civil 
War, held last week in this city was a success 
in every particular, Probably there never 
were 0 mimy strangers in Washington 
before as were here lust week. It was 
estimated that about sixty thousand veter- 
ans marched in parade up the avenue and 
Rast the reviewing stands in front of the 
White House.

Shall we never hear the last of the notor- 
ious Count Mitkiewicz and his Chinese con- 
cessions? Recorder Smith, of New York, 
has just dismissed .an indictinent against 
him “for grand larceny which has been 
holding over him since 1863. I do not quite 
understand the matter, but there appears 
to be another charge against him of the 
same nature, drawn up by « lawyer in New 
York by the name of Burke, and a warrant 
is out for his arrest. Burke charges the 
Count with having obtained money from 
one Tomes to send to Millard Jones, in 
China, und Mitkiewicz says that Tomes 
sent the money to Jones himself. Then 
there is an allusion to a letter from Col. 
Elliott Shepherd offering « million dollars 
for Chinese concessions, but the Count 
says he never showed such a letter to 
Tomes. I presume this is true, Now, a 
curious phase of the matter is this; the 
irre ble Count has addressed a letter 
to the Department of State, desiring pro- 
tection for the Chinese Minister! It does not 
appear that tho Minister is in any need of 
protection; but the Count’s story is that. E. 
Burke, representing himself as the attorney 
of one R. J. Horner, demanded payment 
from the Minister of a debt of 310,725, 
which the latter knows nothing about. 
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Burke also showed some papers which he 
rey to be of a character which the 
Minister's enemies could use to ensure his 
recall, but which he would deliver on re- 
ceipt of the money. The papors also would 
prevent Mitkiewicz from getting certain 
concessions,—hence it is obvious that the 
indefatigable Count still wants something 
more. He says the whole business is “a 
conspiracy, a part of an international fight 
for control valuable concessions in 
Chins”. Is it possible that the Chinese 
‘Minister has really become entangled with 
some of the Count’s comprehensive enter- 
prises? If so, there may be some founda- 
tion for the intimation conveyed in one of 
my recent letters, that the Minister was 
likely to be recalled on account of some 
such transactions. However, is it not 
strange that the pretensions of this man 
are not summarily disposed of by the Chi- 
nese in some way or other? Nobody seems 
to know just what he has got in the way of 
concessions from the Chinese. It would 
seem that he did have something at one 
time, but just what and how valuable it 
was has never appeared. That he can ever 
get anything more, or that if he should, he 
could ‘ever induce capitalists in this coun- 
try to embark in his enterprises, is quite 
beyond belief. 

rof. T. A. Mendenhall, Superintendent 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, has been 
designated by the President as Cum- 
missioner of the international commission 
to settle the boundary line between Alaska 
and British Columbia, The territory in 
dispute between the two nations comprises 
valuabie mineral lands, and the celebrated 
Mount St. Elias is involved. Prof. W. F. 
King, Chief Astronomer of Canada, re- 
presents Great Britain. Surveying parties 
will be sent out in the spring. 

‘The famous masical composer and band- 
master Patrick Sarsfield Gilmore is dead. 
His funeral was largely attended in New 
‘York on the 28th instant. 

‘The Post Oftice Department will issue 
an entire new series of postage stamps 
beginning in January, 1893, to be known as 
the Columbian series, to commemorate the 
discovery of America. They will be of the 
same height as the stamps now in use, but 
twice as long in order to give greater 
freedom to the illustrative designs. 

The rumour alluded to in my last letter 
concerning the attitude of the Chinese 
Ministers toward the Exclusion Act, pro- 
bably originated in the action of the 
Chinese Six Companies, and the Minister 
has nothing to do with it. It seems that 
the companies are strenuously opposing 
the application of the registration provi- 
sions and in a circular to their members 
have declared the law unconstitutional and 
are urging the President to take some 
action in their behalf. 

Sam Moy has got into trouble. Out of 
his goodness of heart he went from his 
home in Chicago, where he is a very 
wealthy merchant, to Detroit to engage in 
assisting his countrymen who leave the 
States on business to return. He is 
charged in this connection with subornation 
of perjury, for which the punishment is 
five years in prison and a fine of $2,000. 
It appears that a syndicate of wealthy 
Chinese and Americans in Chicago has 
been engaged in smuggling Chinese across 
the border. They secure witnesses to 
ssrear falely ‘and one of these has con- 

jessed. The enterprise was paying vi 
well, ai each indiviaual’ aingeiel ‘wee 
mulcted from $50 to $100, and there seems 
to have been a great demand for the ser- 
vices of the false witnesses. As for Sam 
Moy, he is under arrest. Although he isa 
very well-known person and has long been 
under suspicion, this is the first time any 
fneible evidence has been found against 

jim.

MURDER OF WIFE'S PARAMOUR. 

A Mahommedan farmer of Kuche named 
Nassur was married to a woman called 
Bali Bibi. A certain neighbour was in 
the habit of going into their house. 
One day finding ‘the woman, alone, he 
tempted her and she fell. The intrigue 
was continued for some time without its 
coming to the husband’s knowledge. At 
last a man who lived next door saw the 
lovers sitting on the ground in the back- 
yard talking and laughing together. The 
man told Nassur what he had witnessed 
and advised him to look after his spouse. 
Nassur extracted the truth from her and 
gave her a sovere beating, but for shame's 
sake he took no further measures. Hali 
Bibi after this behaved with perfect pro- 
priety; but whenever she went out her 
admirer would meet her and persecute her 
with his attentions. At last she told her 
husband and advised him to send her 
away to some other place. Nassur 
would not do this; but he arranged with 
her help to try and entrap the admirer, 
in order to give him a good thrashing, 
The next time she went out, her adwirer 
met her and accosted her as usual. She 
told him that on the morrow her husband 
was going away to the Grass Lake to buy 
sheep, and that he might come and visit 
her in the evening. As soon as she re- 
turned home she informed her husband of 
what had happened. Nassur got ready 
some cords and a leather whip, and on the 
following day made a pretence of starting 
on a journey, but in reality he hid himself 
in a‘comfield hard by. When night had 
fallen the admirer came to the house and 
entered. Nassur followed him in, shut the 
door, and with the help of Hali Bibi seized 
him and bound him to a beam. He then 
took the whip and began to lay on. As the 
captive was kicking violently, hi 
the whip to Hali Bibi and 
with all the vigour she could, while he tied 
the man’s legs with another rope. ‘Then 
he took the whip back and thrashed him 
with it all over. On account of the dark- 
ness it was impossible to tell which particu- 
lar blows were inflicted by the man and 
which by the woman. Hearing the noise 
their next door neighbour came in, after 
which the captive was untied. Restoratives 
were applied to him, but nevertheless a 
few hours later he died from the effects of 
the beating that he had received. The 
affair came to the notice of the authorities, 
and both husband and wife were arrested and 
tried. Nassur has been convicted of murd. 


and sentenced tobe strangled after imprison- 








ment. Had the paramour been caught in 
 flagrante delicto the punishment would have 
been lighter. As the woman was acting 
under her husband's instructions, her sen- 
tence is one hundred blows and a month’s 
wooden collar, The latter part of her 
punishment will, as is customary, be re- 
mitted on payment of a fine, —Keferred to 
the Board of Punishments. 
THE FLOODS IN YUNNAN. 

The Governor of Yiinnan presents 
further report on the serious. floods which 
have occurred in that province during the 
past summer. In addition to the districts 
of which he has already forwarded @ list, he 
finds that considerable suffering has been 
caused in Ch‘engkung, Fumin, Chienshui, 
Huitsé, Chinning and Nanning, where some 
thousands of acres have been inundated, 
and many houses washed down.

‘Tue promise of a brilliant race meeting 
was fully carried out on Monday. he 
weather was perfection, the sun shining 
brightly from an unclouded sky ; the 
wind was a little cold before tiffin, but 
it died away as the afternoon wore ov. 
There was a very large gathering of 
spectators in the Grand Stand enclosure, 
and Belle Vue was well filled, while the 
crowds of Chinese spectators round the 
course were as dense, as good-humoured, 
and as noisy as ever. ‘The Grand Stand 
as remodelled, so remodelled and en- 
larged, in fact, as to be almost a new 
building, met with general commenda- 
tion. Its enlargement has enabled the 
stewards to provide plenty of room for 
the Pari Mutuel office, the weighing-in 
room and jockeys’ rootns, and for the 
Central Hotel bar, tiffin room, etc.; 
while upstairs the stand itself is enor- 
mously enlarged and improved, the 
tiffin-room is doubled in size, and the 
retiring rooms are very much more con- 
venient than they were. ‘I'he new steps 
and terrace, while somewhat curtailing 
the lawn, made a capital approach to 
the stand, and in the fine. weather of 
Monday were exclusively used, no one 
needing to employ the handsome new 
covered porch and staircase, whose 
utility will be very apparent if we hap- 

to get a wet tace-day. The ladies, 
residents of Shanghai and visitors from 
all parts of the world, were present in 
great force, and the display of new 
autumu frocks was one of the best 
and most elaborate we have seen at 
races here. ‘The racing was very good, 
but we cannot say very much for the 
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starting, particularly the start for the 
first. half-mile. ‘There was nothing 
remarkable in the times, which is to be 
accounted for by thewind that was blow- 
ing down the straight, for the course 
was a flying one. The fields were good, 
although so many of the older crack 
ponies had had the pen drawn through 
their names, Boreas was added on Mon- 
day to this unfortunate list, as was the 
gritfin Plaything after he had come in 
last in the Maidens. One remarkable 
feature of the day’s racing was that 
the leviathan stable did not carry off a 
single race, the nine races being divided 
among eight stables, Mr. Frederic only 
succeeding in carrying off two prizes. 
It was a great disappointment in the 
Criterions that Hero was not brought out 
to try conclusions again with his con- 
queror of last meeting, Bajestic, but 
he is being kept for the Shanghai 
Stakes. Majestic and Bovril, both of 
whom have been hitherto under some 
suspicion, proved themselves race ponies, 
the former cantering in an easy winner 
in the Criterions. There were a great 
many false starts in the first race, and 
it was a very straggling line when they 
did get off, and the winner was received 
very quietly when he came iv. Mfamay 
gave his jockey some trouble before the 
start for the second race, and greatly 
disappointed his backers when he did get 
off, Majestic was well cheered. In the 
Maideus, for which there were eleven 
starters, the ponies got off, and very well 
too, at the first attempt. Petronel 
made n very good bid for the stakes, 
but Beeswing was a little the better, 
and the black had to be content with 
one-fourth of the entrance fees. ‘I'here 
was a great deal of cheering at the 
suecess of blue-and-silver in the Racing 
Stakes; stable and jockey being alike 
popular. Much promise was shown by 
the jockeys who had never bad a 
winning mount before this meeting 
in the fifth race, and the success of 
Don was heartily received. Bovril’s 
fine performance in the two-mile race 
elicited much cheering when he came 
in; Boldheart, however, did not seem 
to be all right when he came in, and 
we should be inclined to doubt whether 
he will-be seen again this meeting.

Strictly speaking, we know, perfection 
cannot be compared ; but if it were pos- 
sible to say so correctly, the weather 
on ‘l'uesday was even more perfect than 
on Monday. ‘The cold wind that blew 
on the early part of Monday was absent 
to-day; and there was the same 
bright sun and cloudless sky. Again 
the Grand Stand enclosure wasthronged ; 
on both days the number of people pre- 
sent has been as large as at any former 
meeting ; but the Stand itself and the 
lawns are so much larger now that to 
the casual observer the attendance looks 
smaller than it is. There is. often a 
diminution on the second day in the 
number of ladies present ; but there was 
again a brilliant assemblage to-day, 
and the new autumn frocks were again 
strongly in evidence. As will be seen 
by the record subjoined the Pari Mutuel 
was very popular, and those who backed 
Enthusiast in the Leger and Mamay in 
the Autumn Cup were rewarded with ex- 
cellent dividends. The running of this 
very handsome pony Mamay, the Han- 
kow Zephyr, seemed at first rather in- 
tricate. In the Criterion on Monday, 
with Mr. Midwood on his back, he 
knocked himself about so much before 
the start that’ he only came in third. 
In the Eclipse Stakes to-day . Mr. 
Reynell was on him, and again he only 
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took third place, and it was explained | gle between Hero and his conqueror at 


that the pony was puzzled by the fact 
that the course here runs the opposite 
way to that in Hankow. He has got 
used, however, to the change, or three- 
quarters suits him better than a 
milo, for in the Autumn Cup, with Mr. 
Midwood again in the saddle, he won 
handsomely, and there was much cheer- 
ing when he was led in. ‘I'he heartiest 
cheers of the meeting so far, and the 
heartiest that the leviathan stable has 
ever received, were given when Hero 
was led in the winner in the Shanghai 
Stakes, atter a very exciting race with 
Bovril, and after galloping the whole 
length of the straight before the start.

The starting to-day showed a de- 
cided improvement on that on Monday, 
the only race in which the start was 
indifferent being the first half-mile, in 
which the winner, Sterling, was almost 
left behind, and this was not the fault 
of the starter. ‘lhe race was run in 
594 seconds, and considering his posi- 
tion when the flag fell, Sterling's actual 
time cannot have been more than 58 
seconds. ‘I'he race itself was a sight, 
there not being much more than a 
ueck between first and third as they 
passed the judge’s box. ‘The St. Leger 
was a great surprise, and the win- 
ner, Enthusiast, and his rider, Mr. 
Machado, were heartily cheered when 
they came in. Flatcatcher was well 
primed before starting, and was rid- 
den without whip or spur, but he 
showed himself to be sadly deficient in 
heart. ‘I'he time in which this race 
was run, 3. 51}s., has only been beaten 
three times before, by Mureka, Hero, 
and Royalty, 'The success of blue and 
silver with Merry Thought in the Eclipse 
Stakes was again very popular, and 
there was some cheering when Mr. 
NYoog led in his pony Yarra as the 
winner of the China Cup. ‘I'he race 
for the Autumn Cup was; again a very 
good one, and a i upset for the 
favourites. ‘I'he Llama Miau Stakes 
brought out one of the smallest fields 
of the day. Vagrant was run in 
blinkers, the loss of the sight of his 
right eye from a rheumatic affection 
some ten days ago having apparently 
interfered with his running, by making 
him more nervous than he used to be. 
The old pony Zephyr tried on his old 
rush at the bushes near the turn into 
the straight, but he could only get 
second honours. Petronel’s perform- 
ance in the Pagoda Cup was an un- 
commonly good one ; he was hard held 
the whole way round and won easily.

‘Tump Day, 
Wednesday 2nd November, 1802. 

Never has there been a race meeting 
in Shanghai that has been more favour- 
ed by the weather, and that has gone 
off more successfully all round, than that 
whose formal programme was concluded 
on Wednesday evening. ‘I'he weather 
was again as goed on Wednesday as any 
one could wish it to be. Passing clouds 
occasionally veiled the sun, but the air 
was mild. ‘I'he enclosure was well filled, 
and there has never before been such a 
crowd of Chinese as turned out on Wed- 
nesday and lined the course; and the 
Greatest praise must be given to the 
police for the excellence of the arrange- 
ments which permitted this vast crowd, 
pierced by lines of carriages and jinrie- 
shas, to disperse when the races were 
over without any accident of importance. 


''The occurrence of a rather. large fire 


about noon kept the firemen away when 
the day's proceedings opened, and up to- 
the interval for tiffin ; but later ‘on’ the 
enclosure was crowded, among’ the 
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ectators being the Engl lish and Ame- 
an’ Admirals, the 'Taotai and «his 
suité, and the Mixed-Court magistrate. 
"The ladies were again in great force, 
and the vast improvements that have 
been made to the Grand Stand. were 
universally appreciated. It is now 
really a striking “building, the two 
towers breaking the monotony of its 
sky-line, and making it at a little dis- 
tance as satisfactory architecturally as 
it is for practical use. ‘I'here are 
certain minor details in its artange- 
ments which the experience of this 
meeting shows: can be improved before 
next. spring, and when these improve- 
ments are made, it will be one of the 
most striking as well as commodious 
buildings of the kind in the East. 


Tt was feared that the withdrawal 
before the races began of so many of 
the old ‘cracks’ on the one hand, and 
the scanty supply of griffins this autumn 
on the other, would. diminish the 
interest in theraces, but this has not been 
the case ; and-the-races on Wednesday 
were in no way inferior to those on the 
two previous days in excitement. ‘The 
starting was excellent throughout 
though, as will be noted later on, in 
one case at least the patience of the 
starter was sorely tried. ‘he first 
race, the Flyaway Plate, was an easy 
victory for Majestic, the other first 
favourite, Mamay, not running up to 
his form on Tuesday. ‘The race was a 
very fast one, however, the time beiug 
the best yet made, one-tenth of a 
second better than the time made by 
Bullion in 1888 and Fontenoy in 1889. 
Ouly four ponies came out for the 
valuable Pari-Mutuel Cup, Bovril 
coming in an easy winner and, with his 
rider, receiving many cheers as he was 
led into the enclosure. In the Stewards’ 
Plate there was just a doubt whether 
the game little Petronel could carry 
the 10-Ibs. extra with which he alone 
of the five starters was penalised ; and 
there was great and well-deserved 
cheering as he was led in the 
wimer. Mr. Sassoon was again hearti- 
ly cheered.when he rode into the 
enclosure ou his own pony Zephyr, the 
winner of the Cosmopolitan Cup. ‘The 
old pony has dropped from the first 
rank since he wou the Champions at 
the ‘spring and autumn meetings in 
1889, but he can still gallop, when 
his rider calls on him for a spurt.

It wust be admitted thac the Local Pust 
Ottice is not, the efficient organisation it 
might be. Complaints of non-delivery or 
lato delivery of letters have in the ‘past 























been sv common that none who have other 
mena at their rsal ever dream of 
nding anything of importance through 









the L.P.O. Tam not complai 
the postmaster or his subordin 
partly a necessity of the case, arising froin

‘That many if not most 
of them have uever had their money's 
worth I think could easily be proved as I 
believe there are plenty of firms here who 
have subscribed regularly their thirty taels 
for years, the postage on whose correspond- 
ence sent through the L. P. O. could easily 
have been covered by $10 a year. 

‘The time seems to me to have come for 
bolition of this anachronism and with 
a view to show, first that the subscription 
system is largely abused now, and second 
that an improved service could be’ econo- 
mically worked at half the rates that now 
prevail, I beg to append a few statistics

A great many letters are sent after 6 o'clock 
and if there were any certainty that » letter 
posted before 9 would be delivered the 
first thing in the morning many would be 
posted that are now sent by chit coulie or 
not sent’ at all.

Taine in au article in the, Revue des Deux 
Mondes of the lst July, “not in itself, but 
for such good as it does.” But ‘fa man 
who, by lifting up his tinger could enable 
all Frenchmen to understand Virgil and 
demonstrate the binomial theorem, ought 
to have his hands tied. Should he, by 
some mishap, raise his finger, manual labour 
would beco sgusting, and, in a year or 
two, would be impossible in France.” 

‘As matters stand, M. Taine shows that 
things aro bad enough. The effect, of log- 
rolling under the specious title of “«Prim- 
ary Instruction” Jor which the people, 
down to the very poorest, are taxed to the 
‘extent of 582,000,000 (only francs, of coure), 
per annum, is to make @ striking com- 
mencement’ for this disgust of manual 
labour, and to constitute a body of office- 
seekers whose votes are, doubtless, utilised 
advantageously by practised wire-pullers. 

‘M. Taine illustrates that by the extracts 
from the Débats; as for example the number 
of annual vacancies in the “Primary 
Schools” in the Prefecture of the Seine, only 
for male teachers, 42; for female do., 64- 
number of male candidates, 1,847, of female 
do., 7,139. ‘For 7,086 of these young gir's’ 
he says ‘‘ there are no places ;'so that they 
must either resign themselzes at best to 
marty workmen,. or engage as femmes de 
chambre, withi temptation to worse courses.” 

We need not apprehend, danger.of this 
sort from over-education: in opr ,M

INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM. 


To the Editor of the 
Norru-Cumxa Dasty News. 


‘Sin,—Having h ny 
the seeming obscurity of the fj 
ratios given in Mr. We 3 letter 
published in your issue of the 22nd, dealing 
with one of many fallacies in connection 
with the variation of silver stated in gold 
Terms, Iwill, with an apology to ‘Me. 
Woodruff for venturing to do s0, supple- 
ment his letter with a few important statis- 
tics, which may not be readily available 
for those who consider the subject worthy 
‘of comparative study. 

As the cost of transporting gold and 
silver does not depend upon weight but 
upon value, and the same rule applies to 
currency purposes, it is in practice imma- 
terial how much or little the quantities 





produced vary : for the purposes we have 
in view value alone should be considered

‘These figures are interesting, because 
they show among other things that the mean 
yearly addition to the. metallic currency 
of the world during » period when. the 
richest mines have been worked, ; does ‘not 
exceed £36,000,000. 

What do these figures mean? Their 
bearing upon the currency question depends 
upon their application. "The total produc- 
tion of 1890 was about £48,000,000, showing 
an increase upon the average of the whole 
period of 33%. The relation of this mass 
‘of metal to the world’s currency depends 
upon the volume of. the latter; and upon 
that point authorities vary so much that the 
estimates must be received with extreme 


caution. M. Cerntischi places the quantity 
‘of precious metals in public treasuries, 
bani in private jon at 40 





in gold; approximately 3,000 millions 
sterling, 160m silver, 140 in gold, or, 6,400 
million dollars in silver, 5,600 millions in 
gold, the ratio of 15f being observed 
throughout. ‘This estimate is. supported 
ir. Herbert C. Gibbs, who takes 
Re stock of gold and silver including 
hoards and omaments at £2,800,000,000. 
‘The Director of the U.S. Mint, however, 
estimates a total of 7,600 millions of 
dollars, 3,700 millions gold and 3,800 mil- 
lions silver. When we consider that’ the 
known addition to the mass in the last 
41 years has exceeded 5,800 millions of 
dollars, we may consider M, Cernuschi as 
more likely to be correct in his estimates, 
though possibly the Director of the U.S. 
Mint correctly estimates the amount in 
circulation as currency. 

"An addition of £48,000,000, the maximum 
productionsofar, istherefore 1.6 per cent. to 
the stock of precious metals, the accumula- 
tion of ages. | So long as the joint, product 
of gold and silver is 80 comparatively in- 
significant, in what sonse can it matter if 
the currency value of one exceeds the 
other ; but it does concern us.all to show 
that the allegation of excessive production 
of one metal over the other has no bearing 
upon the currency value : as well might we 
suppose the level of the sea affected by a 
shower of rain. 

‘Another point bearing upon production 
of silver is the alleged stimulus of a 
fixed ratio. It is said that silver can be 
produced at 12d. an ounce, and those who 
Imake this startling assertion naively add 
that bimetallism would be an enormous 
stimulus. If silver ean be produced in 
isolated instances and under extraordinary 
circumstances at this cost, and by the to 
the profit on the working with silver.at its 
present figure is 225 per cent.! 

"The greed of these mine-owners must be 
‘extraordinary if such a rate of profit is not 
sufficient stimulusto their exertions. Why, 
however, should we concern ourselves with 
the cost of production of silver more than 








“The Huanacha accounts do. not show 
either the production or the cost, bus the 
omniscient Standard siys that silver can be 
extracted from these mines at 1s.,an ounce, 
and be produced by the ton ; it. seems, there- 
fore, rather curious that, if this be true, we 
should not have seen s greater.effect in the 
of the world’s production. (Mr. H. C. 
‘Mansion House, 5th May, 1892) 
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the cost of produetion of gold ?. How worth- 
less is the enquiry in face of the utter in- 
‘ignificance of the total annual addition to 
the stock of currency mtals, and of the 
attempt to establish the impossible proposi- 
tion to maintain both gold and, sllver 3s 
currency, one having an arbitrary value of 
£3.17.10 per ounce. accorded to it while 
the other is refused recognition ! 

‘The questions the Conference will have 
to determine are shall the great nations re- 
vort to a tried policy for ensuring a stable 
medium of: exchange, or shall ‘silver be 
wholly discarded as currency? What mid- 
dle course can there be? The impression 
that gold has an intrinsic value is erroneous. 
Its value depends entirely upon the fiat of 
the English Government, and it will not 
be uninteresting to enquire how this. fiat 
came to be issued, for it will disclose a 
curious chapter of financial blundering. 

In 1816 Lord Liverpool proj the 
bill which made England a gold-mono- 
metallic nation. Up to that: time silver 
was the natural currency of nations, but in 
England, as M, Cernuschi points out, for 
twenty years before that time there was 
neither gold nor silver ; paper money was 
the only medium ‘of domestic exchange. 
Lord Liverpool ‘could not know whether 
the’ English, as is alleged, disliked silver ; 
‘an assertion against which Lord Lonsdale 
entered an emphatic protest, denouncing 
the attempt to exclude silver as ‘absurd,’ 
and the declaration that the le pre- 
ferred gold to silver as ‘ridicwlous.? The 
Government before the Reform Bill were 
not in'touch with the people. Lord Liver- 
‘pool did not, because he could not, ascertain 
their views. He was swayed by a letter 
which his father had written eleven years 
before in favour of gold mono-metallism. 
To ‘ton again from M. Cernuschi—‘* Had 
cai 








e' (Lord Liverpool) consulted Locke's 
Further Considerations, he might have 
ried a silver mono-metallic Iaw ; and 
Sir Isaac Newton's 
Representations, he might have carried a 
bi-metallic law like the French law.” 
English -gold mono-metallism is, there- 
fore, the result of an English state- 
man’s preference for the doctrine laid down 
by his father to the representations of 
Eocke and the considerations of Newton, 
both based upon examination of the then 
known monetary system of the world, 
‘Not content with having pledged England 
to monetary standard which interposed a 
ier toforeign commerce upon the exten- 
tion of which her geographical boundaries 
made that country dependent, the variable 
icy of successive governments tended 
istinctly towards further interference with 
@'standard of value. Until 1835 India had 
always possessed gold ‘and silver money, 
but in that year the wisdom of imperial 
legislation decreed that gold should no 
longer be legal tender, and India had to 
become silver mono-metallic (Cernuschi). 
‘With equal reason ind might have 
decreed that while her own barbarous 
system’ of weights and’ measures should 
be the. im i standard there should 
be no standard in this respect in her 
great dependency. Tt has boen said, snd 
is even now asserted, though with less 
confidence than before, that English pro- 
sperity is due to a gold standard ; but no 
argument has ever been put forward in 
support of this contention. Until the 
repeal of the Corn laws’ England was sunk 
in poverty ; her trade limited and her people 
discontented, yet a gold stan had 
existed for thirty year. English commer- 
cial supremacy: arore from the adoption 
of Free Trade, and the maintenance of a 
stable exchange between gold and silver 
by the bi-metallic laws of France. 
‘Whén..we consider upon what uncertain 
ground mono-metallism is erected ; how it 
is challenged in principle’ by hard, stern 
facts ; how much injury it has caused ; how 
the commerce of the greatest nations is 
disorganised ; how the whole system of 
gold and silver exchange’ can’ he upset’ by 





concert between A and B, two speculators, 
who concert a sham purchase and sale of a 
few bars of silver ; how monstrously absurd 
and pitiful the entire wretched ‘state’ of 
affairs is, and how little common sense 
is required to be exerted to put an 
end to it all, is it surprising that the 
army of bi-metallists waxes stronger every 
day and is determined to carry the war into 
the enemy's strongholds ? 

Silver is at present demonetised, and 
has been so for nineteen years. Will any 
one of those who desire the continuance of 
the present state of indolent capacity to 
deal with a simple practical problem of an 
international standard of value as we pro- 
vide an international standard of weights 
and measures by: which all are reducible 
to one .uniform quantity, answer, or 
attempt, to answer this enquiry ?

Sm,—I have read with much interest 
the various letters that have appeared in 
your columns with regard to  Interna- 
tional Bimetallism ; and T notice that most 
of tie writers while dealing largely in 
details and statistics leave out.of view 
the point, which to my mind seems most 
important of all, namely the relative cost of 
production of silver aul gold. 

_Tt seems to me an ounce of 
silver ean be produced by one nan lnbour- 








ing one day and it takes one man twenty- 
eight days’ to produce an ounce. of gold, 
the price of gold will be twenty-eight times 


the price of silver. (In the cost of produc 
tion of course I include the labour spent 
on machinery, &e., &c.) 

Now it strikes me that if an International 

Conference attempts to give stability to the 
exchange of gold and silver it will result 
in driving one metal out of currency alto- 
gether. 
Say it fixes the relative price of silver and 
id as one to twenty-seven. Evidently 
‘ery one will produce silver and no one 
will produce gold—as twenty-seven days’ 
labour in producing silver will equal in 
gain twenty-eight days’ labour spent in 
producing gold—and consequently we shall

Say a step further is gone and it is inter- 
nationally, agreed to limit the output of 
silver to 28 billion oz. a year and to b; 
bounties make the output ‘of gold one bil- 
Tion ounces a year. (There are doubts 
whether the former would be done, but 
the latter certainly could if all nations 

.) Then in order to produce stability 
of exchange there is a waste of energy of 
one billion days’ work of a man. Is the 
game worth the candle ? 

y again that invention is stimulated 
and that science discovers a less laborious 
way of producing gold) either by better 
means of crushing or by economising the 
mount of mereury now lost in extracting 
the gold, so that the relative cost in labour 
of gold and silver is as 26 to 1. Evidently 
in that case, all will produce gold and none 
will produce silver and it will be necessary 
to limit. the output of gold and give.a 
bounty for the production of silver. 

It must be remembered too that gold 
and silver are of other uses than as media 
ofexchange.

‘The forcing the use of-the'coins so minted 
at their agreed-on stable price throughout 
the commuereial world ; and lastly the pro- 
hibition and prevention of the bounty-given 
metal coins being bought up to be reduced 
to bullion for other uses than that of media 
of exchange. For it is evident if people 
can obtain an ounce of gold coin for less 
silver than an ounce of uncoined: gold—the 
gold coin will be bought up to use in gold 
Jewellery, photography, ornamentation, &e. 

‘Then too as regards debts.. One nation 
is a creditor of other nations to the 
extent of say 100 million ounces of gold 
equal at the present relative value to 2,800 
million ounces of silver. If an international 
conference fixes the price of gold and silver 
at one to twenty-seven—the lending nation 
will evidently lose by the enactment one 
twenty-eighth of the money lent. 

Tt would at first seem that the borrower 
would be the gainer by this—but in the 
end he would fare badly under bimetal- 
lism, Naturally the creditor who has gold 
or silver to lend, if the borrower has the 
option of paying back the loan in the 
metal cheaper at the time of repayment, 
must, secute himnself from tho chance of 
loss by making the terms of the loan more 
onerous to the borrower ; and as all large 
undertakings are carried on by borrowed 
capital, the increased interest would lead 
to greater cost of commodities, with the 
attendant result of decreased production, 
limited demand for labour, and the im: 











poverishing of the working classes,—and 
iminished aggregate wealth.

THE 2}-RATING CLASS S.Y.C. 


Except amongst those immediately con- 
cerned, there is perhaps not much interest 
taken ‘in Shanghai at present in the 22- 
rating class for boats or small yachts, 
which was inaugurated by the Shanghai 
Yacht Club at the close of last season, 
In a large measure this is probably due 
toa want of knowledge of the conditions 
attaching to the competition, the dimen- 
sions and ail areas of the several buats, 
the method of rating them, and other details 
of differences between them, the considera- 
tion of which all tends to increase the in- 
terest taken in watching the result of the 
races under varying conditions of wind and 
tide, ete, Itis with the view of giving those 
who desire it au opportunity of becoming 
acquainted with particulars referred to 
that the following summary has been: pre- 
pared. 

It is evident that for several seasons past 
the interest in the large yacht racing here 
has been waning. It necessary to 
itoall the reasons for this, but prob- 
bly an important factor is the’ difference 

size between most of the yachts, and the 
still greater differences in performance, 
making large time allowance s necessity, 

ith the usual unsatisfactory results, 
is not an exceptional experience. It 

the same more or lessall the world over 
under similar conditions, and we tind that 
the sport of yacht or boat racing flouri- 
shes best when the yachts ure raced in 
classes, with no time allowance, or very 
little. 

The 2f-rating class has proved a 
very popular one in England, the racing 
being very keen and the number of yachts 
numerous. Many owners of large yachts 
have also 24-raters for the sport they 
afford. With this experience i 
was thought that the estal 
similar class in connection with the 8.Y.C. 
might be successful. Many can afford to 
build » 2h-rater who can only dream of 
possessing a Clutha or » Romola, and with 
the view of getting as many in the class as 
possible the conditions have been specially 
framed so as to enable the boats to be 
built, if so desired, at a moderate cost. 
‘There is no rule to prevent the construc- 
tion of an expensive boat, but the aim in 
drawing up the conditions has been to

THE BOKHARA DISASTER : 
COURT OF ENQUIRY. 

A Marine Court of Enquiry’ was opened 
on Qist ult, at the office of the Asrbour 
Master under the provisions. of Section 13 
of Ordinance 26 of 1891 to enquire into the 
cireumstances of the disaster which befel 
the P. and O. steamship Bokhara on 10th 
October.

We put 
the engines astern to. bring her stern 
up to the sea as well as we could, and then 
with the helm shifted hard a-port aud 
engines full speed ahead, The ship re- 
mained in the same position, This was 
tried several times too. 

By Commander Woolward—We kept the 
engines at full apeed ahead for about a 
quarter of an hour atatime. We had all 
the steam up thxt we could get. Our jib 
was blown away. We had no storm fore 
atay-sail that we could set. 

By the Court—This took place about 8 or 
10 o'clock on Monday morning. After we 
Giscontiriued our attempts to wear the ship 
she fell Off into the trough of the sea and 
we put the engines at * slow astern.”

I also saw 
everal of tho Lascars, fifteen of them 
altogether, and lastly the third officer. Tt 
took about half an hour for us to collect 
on the’ beach. We could just see the 
masts of ‘tlie Bokhara sticking out of 
the water, which was likea white table cloth 
for foam,’ From the beach we went over 
the ridge-of the hill, or rather were blown 
over, and we there found a hut with Dr. 
Lowson inside, where we stayed for the 
night, Lieut, ‘Markham, a passenger, and 
a fireman with broken’ leg turned up. 
Nothing whatever was to be seen of the 
vessel, "We started to forage-for food but 
the sea was too ruugh for us togoto the end of 
thereet, ‘On Tuesday raorning tho rain com- 
menced, but the wind subsided gradually 
and in the evening had fallen altogether. 
Wo saw @ mast floating’ in the water at 
little distance from the shore. . It was pro- 
bably attached to the ship by some stays. 
Our foraging for food resulted in finding « 
fow tins of biscuits which were wetted by 
the salt water, and we also discovered 4 
‘small well which contained some brackish 
water, Towards evening we managed to 
light a fire by the aid of some signal rockets 
which we found on the . An hour 
after daybreak on Wednesday morning a 
number of fishermen lauded for the pur- 
pose of picking up wreckage, in which they 
were sucessful, because the island wi 
covered with wreckage all round. We 
persuaded them to take us off the island, 
which they did, conveying us to Pehoe, 
a small island’ to the S.E. of Sand 
Island, We were there lodged in a 
temple and looked after by one of the 

tiests, “They treated us ‘very kindly in- 

eed, On Thursday morning we proceeded 
to Makung to the Mandarin’s yamén and 
were most hospitably trented. We had to 
walk about five miles to get there and the 
remainder ofthe journey we made by sen. 
We stayed at Makung until Saturday after- 
noon, when we were taken off by the Thales 
(Captain Hodgins) and went in her to 
‘Taiwanfoo.” On Sunday morning H.M.S. 
Porpoise took us on board, ‘calling in at 
“Makung and Swatow on the way to Hong- 
kong, where we arrived on Tuesday morn- 
ing.

would have brought them indo the true path.” 
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‘Thus eleven precious lives were lost 
making the descent from Mont Blanc in 
September, 1870. They suffered the bitterest 
death, recorded in the history of those moun- 
taing, full as that history is with dreadful 
tragedies. Sad to think that they were so 
neat safety, and yet through. ignorance so far 
from it. Alas ! how many die, under different 
conditions, but for a like reason. .
